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On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Ifeports  of  the  Chief  Engi 
neer,  Superintendents  and  Treasurers  was  dispensed  with,  ai 
the  results  of  each  were  embraced  in  the  Report  of  Directors 

Tlie  Reports  were,  on  motion,  received,  and  ordered  to  b( 
printed  for  distribution  among  the  Stockholders.  ' 

On  motion,  the  Superintendent  and  Treasurer  of  the  West 
ern  Division  w^ere  appointed  a Committee  to  contract  for  anc 
superintend  the  printing  of  the  Reports.

Tiie  Conventi  ni  met  at  4 P.  M.,  as  per  adjournment.  | 

Sam.  Tate  oflered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
unainmously  adopted  : “ 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  ISy-Laivs  of  tliis  Company  be  so  amended  that  the  next 
Annual  Meeting  of  th.e  Stockholders  of  this  Company  sliall  take  place  at  Hunts- 
ville,  Alabama,  on  AVednesday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  August,  18G0,  anc 
annually  thereafter  alternating  between  Huntsville,  Ala.,  and  Memphis,  Tenn., 
and  the  Directors  be  required  to  have  their  Report  printed  and  ready  fur  di.stri- 
bution  among  the  Stockholders  at  said  iMceting. 

Resolved.  That  said  By-Laws  be  also  amended,  so  that  the  Annual  Election — 
after  the  one  to  take  place  on  AVednesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  September 
next — for  Directors  in  this  Company,  shall  take  place  at  Huntsville,  Alabama, 
and  Memphis,  Tennessee,  on  AVednesday  after  the  second  Monday  in  September, 
1800,  aad  annually  tliereafter  on  the  same  day  at  the  same  places,  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  Memphis  and  one  in  Huntsville,  for 
twenty  days  previous  to  each  meeting. 

Judge  Longstreet  ofteved  the  folloAving  resolution,  whiclft 
Avas  adopted  : ^ III 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  printing  of  the 
Reports  which  have  been  jirescntcd  to  this  Meeting,  be  requested  to  annex  to  them 
a copy  of  all  the  By-Laws  of  the.Conipany  now  in  force.  i 


i Dr.  A.  A.  Burleson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
jvas  passed  unanimously: 

' Resolved,  That  this  Convention  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Memphis  and 
'harleston  Railroad  Company,  look  with  deep  interest  to  the  construction  of  a 
lailroad  which  shall  connect  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi  with  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
nd  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  Memphis  is  entitled  to  be  one  of  the 
ermini  of  this  Road,  and  in  consummation  of  this  great  work,  we  bid  all  well 
irected  efforts  God-speed. 

, Col.  AVilliam  Dickson  offered  the  following  resolution, 
fhich  was  passed  unanimoush’ :

j Resolved,  That  this  Convention  looks  with  deep  interest  to  the  great  air-line 
lonnection  by  Railway  between  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans,  via  the  Iron  Moun- 
jiin  Railroad  and  Memphis,  believing,  as  we  do,  that  it  is  the  true  and  proper 
onnection  for  the  cities  of  New  Orleans,  Memphis  and  St.  Louis,  and  the  Missis- 
ippi  Valley  generally,  and  that  we  fee’  the  liveliest  interest  in  the  success  of  said 
nterprise,  and  trust  it  ma}’  be  accomplished  at  on  early  day,  believing,  that 
yeat  and  lasting  benefits  will  arise  therefrom. 

. Dr.  a.  a.  Burleson  offered  the  following  Resolution  : 

i Resolved,  That  the  whole  system  of  free  travel,  commonly  called  “Dead  Heads” 
h unequal,  unjust  and  radically  wrong,  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conven- 
tion, it  ought  not  to  be  practiced. 

AVhich  Resolution,  after  full  explanation  by  the  proper  ofh- 
|;ers  of  the  Company,  and  a general  expression  of  opinion  hy 
he  Convention — that  the  Directors  were  competent  to  manage 
uch  matters — was  by  leave  withdrawn. 

Col,  Jno.  T.  Abernetuy  offered  the  following  Resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  a Committee  of  three  Stockholders  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it 
jhall  be  to  examine  the  Books  and  accounts  of  the  Company  at  the  Memphis  and 
lluntsville  Offices,  and  also  the  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company, 
,.nd  report  in  writing  to  the  next  annual  meeting. 

' Resolved,  That  said  Committee  shall,  when  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  have 
the  privilege  of  the  Road,  and  that  each  member  of  the  Committee  shall  receive 
rom  the  Company  a compensation  of  Dollars  for  each  d.ays’  servi- 

les  while  engaged. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  selected  by  the  Stockholders. 

i After  full  discussion  the  Convention  expressed  itself  fully 
‘iatisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  Road,  and  full  contidence 
n the  ability  of  the  Officers  and  Directors  to  examine  into  and 
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protect  tlic  interest  of  tlie  Stockholders  in  every  particulai 
Tlie  resolutions  were  then  on  motion  laid  on  the  table. 

J.  Withers  Clay  ottered  the  following  resolution  which  wa 
ad  opted : 

Resolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  tliis  Convention  are  hereby  returned  to  tli 
President,  Directors  and  other  Offleers  of  the  Hoad,  for  the  ability  and  fidelit 
with  which  tliey  have  transacted  the  atfairs  of  the  Company. 

Col.  (t.  l\  IjIerne,  ottered  the  following’  resolution : 

Tfeso/red,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  returned  to  the  Uon.  Jno.  I 
Kennedy,  for  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  presided  over  thei 
deliberations,  and  to  the  Secretaries  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  hav 
Itcrformed  their  duties. 

This  resolution  was  passed  unanimously,  and  responded  h 
hy  Mr.  Kennedy  in  a few  appropriate  and  forcible  remarks 
after  wliich  tlie  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  new  work  on  hand,  including 

e construction  of  the  Florence  branch,  the  Board  of  Direct- 

hs  found  it  necessary  to  emplov  an  experienced  Engineer  to 
' o 
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take  cliargo  of  the  Road  way  as  well  as  all  new  work  ui 
eonstruction  ; to  tiiis  responsible  position  Mr.  M.  B.  Pricil' 
formerly  of  tlm  East  Tennessee  and  Georgia  Railroad, 
elected,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  bis  office  in  Mj 
last.  To  the  reports  of  these  gentlemen  the  Board  would 
pectfully  refer  you,  for  the  details  of  the  operations  of  theE  ‘'ji 
in  their  several  departments.  From  these  Reports,  toge' 
with  the  general  balance  sheet  irom  the  Treasurer’s  book 
will  be  seen  tliat  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  opera 
department  have  been  as  follov^s  :

o meet  this  liability  we  have  to  rely  upon  tbe  receipts  of  tbe 
oad  after  paying  expenses.  Tbe  Board,  however,  feel  assured 
ijiat  you  may  rely  upon  tbe  nett  receipts  of  tbe  coming  year 
■teing  cpual  at  least  to  those  of  tbe  past  year,  say  §778,030  00. 
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Deducting  the  foregoing  liabilities  and  wants  of  the  Compa 
from  this  sum  would  leave  you  ^145,875  78,  surplus  on  t 
30th  June,  1860.  Should  the  policy  of  declaring  a stock  di 
dend  for  the  surplus  earnings  ol  the  Road  be  adopted  your  p; 
sent  Capital  stock  would  he  increased  by  such  dividend,  (s 
of  60  per  cent.)  §1,342,599  00  and  swell  your  capital  stock 
§3,580,264  00.  The  surplus  earnii.gs  above  shown,  after  pa 
ing  Floating  debt  ?ind  increased  new  work  and  equipment 
amply  sufficient  to  pay  a semi-annual  cash  dividend  of  4 p 
cent,  on  30th  June,  1860,  upon  original  as  well  as  increasi 
stock.  The  Board  do  not  anticipate  that  there  will  he  any  n 
cessipy  to  make  negotiations  to  meet  the  foregoing  liahilitit 
as  it  is  believed  that  the  receipts  of  the  Road  will  he  ample 
pay  all  expenses,  and  meet  the  liabilities  as  they  mature. 

By  reference  to  tabular  statement  comparing  the  busiue 
of  the  past  with  the  previous  year,  it  will  be  found  that  tl 
aggregate  increase  of  the  past  year  is  §366,401  75,  or  38  pi 
cent. 

The  increase  in  the  Passenger  department  is  §159,419  5 
or  27  per  cen?.  In  Freight  Department,  §172,795  97,  or  £ 
per  cent.  Mail,  Express,  and  other  sources,  §34,185  77,  or  9 
per  cent.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  hales  of  Cotto 
transported  over  the  entire  Road  is  72,204  bales,  or  59  per  cen 

This  increase  has  exceeded  the  most  sanguine  expectation! 
and  they  cannot  encourage  the  Stockholders  to  hope  that  thi 
increase  will  continue  for  the  coming  year.  But  they  see  n 
reason  why  the  past  year’s  receipts,  with  an  average  crop,  ma; 
not  be  fully  maintained  or  slightly  exceeded.  Butthey  canno' 
hope  that  the  low  average  of  expenses  can  be  maintained 
owing  to  the  large  numlier  of  cross  ties  and  other  wood  struc^ 
tures  that  will  have  to  he  rcnew’ed  wuthin  the  coming  year 
Although  they  expect  some  increase  in  the  gross  receipts,  the^ 
cannot  encourage  the  hope  that  the  nett  receipts  will  exceec 
those  of  the  past  year. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperitj 
with  all  Southern  Railroads,  and,  in  fact,  in  almost  ever} 
department  of  business,  and  but  for  the  fact  that  your  Road 


5'iew,  and  its  resources  as  3’et  undeveloped,  it  would  be  hardly 
re  to  calculate  or  rely  upon  the  average  receipts  in  future 
tpling  the  past  year.  But  the  Board  think  it  not  unsafe  to 
kulate  that  the  natural  increase  in  future  will  fully  make  up 
v deficit  in  crops  or  changes  in  the  monetary  and  commercial 
fiirs  of  the  country. 

Assuming  that  the  calculations  heie  made  are  reliable,  and 
bt  your  stock  will  he  increased  as  proposed,  and  your  float- 
!i  debt  extinguished  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  and 
(ir  present  nett  receipts  maintained,  making  no  calculation 
j increase  in  the  future,  your  position  would  he  this  :

3r  materials  subject  to  deterioration.  They  are  of  opinion

The  Board  regrets  to  have  to  announce  to  the  Stockholders 
H on  the  17th  of  July,  and  since  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal 
f<ir,  the  bridge  on  your  Road  over  the  Tennessee  River  at 
Icatur,  was  carried  away  hy  a tornado.  Eight  spans,  of  160 
et  each  was  torn  Ironi  the  piers  and  carried  about  200  feet 
l«vn  the  river.  The  masonry  is  not  injured.  Hearly  all  of 
1 Iron,  materials,  and  perhaps  half  the  timbers  will  be  saved 
111  used  in  that,  or  other  bridges.  These  eight  spans  ofbridg- 
r;  originally  cost  about  $38,400. 

5teps  were  taken  at  once  to  reconstruct  the  bridge,  and  in 
)ljler  to  facilitate  tbe  business  of  the  Road  and  save  time,  a 
suporary  or  Trestle  bridge  was  erected,  that  is  of  ample  capa- 
2jy  to  pass  the  Trains  and  serve  as  staging  upon  which  to 
lict  the  new  bridge.  The  track  will  be  completed  and  Trains 
:^3sed  as  usual,  in  a few  days.  The  timbers  for  the  perma- 
mt  structure  are  now  being  delivered,  and  the  permanent 
^dge  will  be  completed  by  fall.  Great  credit  is  due  to  Capt. 
6'ss,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Eastern  Division,  for  the 
tergy  displayed  in  procuring  the  means  and  passing  the 
|ains  over  the  break,  having  lost  but  one  Eastern  con- 
nction  and  but  three  AVestern,  by  the  accident.
